Mr. Bardsley is responsible today for the

The revelations regarding the State funds 
were made tonight and were a complete sur- 
prise to Bardsley’s friends. What he has done 
with the money nobody except his counsel 
knows. The retention and ioss of 
State funds is a misdemeanor, and 
Bardsley is prepared to go to jail 
if needs be. It is thought that this thing will 
lead to trouble for the State Treasurer 
and Auditor General, ‘who should have 
compelied Bardsiey to hand over the 
State funds before. So far as the city funds 
are concerned the city will lose more than 
half a million of dollars. In addition to the 


above statement Bardsley has a credit of 8100, 
000 in the Keystone Bank to his own name. 


The man has not had $100,000 in 
cash fot years, and this is sup- 
posed ta be city money. In addition 
another bank is expected to close its doors 
tomorrow. This concern has $365,000 of city 
money on deposit. This will only add fuel to 
the flames. and create greater trouble here. 

The city finances are in an awful muddle, 
and the developments of tomorrow are 
anxiously awaited. 
Bardsley Makes a Statement. 

Tonight Bardsley issued a statement through 
his attorney as follows: | 

When £ entered upon the duties of my office 
as City Treasurer the first Monday in January, 
1889, I found the average deposit of the city funds 


. funds belonging to the city were depos- 
than forty other banks,under a prorata 

ation in accordance with existing or 
dinances. At that time I believed the Keystone 
Bank to be entirely solvent. With thie belief I 
continued therein the $400,000 deposit of the 
city ds and opened an account

the same bank from time to time money which I 
had collepted for the State of Pennsylvania. For

This confi- 
dence, as since shown, was fully shared by the 
Clearing House committee and others having bet- 
ter opportunities than myself and other deposit- 
ors of knowing the true condition of the bank. 

Between Feb. 8, 1890, and Oct. 6, 1890; I deposited 
in the Keystone Bank money which I had col- 
lected for the State of Pennsylvania, aggregating 
$300,000, and received. for each deposit made a 
Clearing-House due bill, which due bills 1 stall 
bold. 


When the weakness of the bank became mani- 
fest in the latter part of November, 1890, I had in 
said bank my private funds and funds of the city, 
amounting in round numbers to $400,000, as 
allowed: by ordinance, and the money collected 
for the Commonwealth. as above stated, At that 
time it was not possible for me, nor has it since at 
any time been possible for me, to reduce the 
amount of said deposits. 

In common with hundreds of other depositors 
I was caught in a financial crash which I was 
wholly unable to foresee, and which. when seen, I 
was wholly unable to avert. Nothing now re 
mains for me to do but to make such reparation 


as is within my power. 

To this end I shall forthwitn make an as- 
signment, hoping that in this way the rights of 
the city and State will be best protected. Having 
placed at the disposal of those to whom 
it belorigs all of my. property, securities, 
papers, etc., and holding myself in readiness 
at all times to assist by explanation or otherwise 
in the @olletion of the claims out of which my 
crediters are to be paid, I am unable to do more

BREWERS’ CONVENTION AT CLEVELAND. 


They Will Net Have a Special Building for 
Their World’s Fair Display. | 

CrEeveLanp, O., May 21—At the meeting of 
the National Brewers’ Association today it was 
agreed that a special building for the display 
of brewers’ products and apparatus at 
World’s Fair would not be practicable. Res- 
olutions were adopted authorizing the Advis- 
ory committee to procure an analysis of 
every article advertised in brewing journals 
and to publicly denounce those which are 
found to be poisonous or im any way 
injurious, It was decided to send 
an agent to the beer countries of Europe to 
make arrangements for the regular inter- 
change of publications and reports relating to 
questions of interest to the trade.

If the People's party were to succeed in 
this part of its program and abolish the credit 
system it would not become necessary to in- 
crease the quantity of cash in the country or 
swell the volume of the currency. It is large 
enough now to do the cash business of the 
United States. Under the new dispensation 
every time a man bought a thing he would 
pay for it on the spot. If he wanted some- 
thing and had not the money to pay for it, 
instead of going into debt for it, as now, he 
would go to the National Treasury and borrow 
fiat shinplasters at 2 per cent and make his 
purchase, if he could find a bigger fool than 
himself who would take them for property. 
After thus declaring in favor of the aboli- 
tion of credits, and the creation of a new 


world where there shall be neither debtors | 


nor crediters, these cranks proceed in the 
closing portion of their resolution to repudiate 
this policy, and to demand the inauguration 
of a credit system on a grander scale than 
any known to history. Everybody is in- 
vited to borrow from the government, and 
the government is requested to lend to every 
one who has any land, lot, cotton, corn, wheat, 
oats, barley, hemp, tobacco, or other non- 
perishable product. And inorder to stimu- 
late borrowing and expand credits to the ut- 
most, the Federal Government is called on to 
charge but 2 per cent interest for what shin- 
plaster pictures it loans. Since the ukase 
trash which it would issue would be worth 
nothing, 2 per cent would be an excessive price 
for its use; unless the interest were paid in an 
equally valueless currency. 

What is this money which the Federal Gov- 
ernment isto loan by billions?

In land or anything else 
which possesses value on demand? No. It 
isto be ukase money, never to be re- 
deemed, and worth at the most what it costs 
to print and distribute it, and this is to be 
poured out in countless billions. Why not? 
It ia as easy to print a thousand-dollar note 
as it 1s a one-dollar note, and the currency can 
be inflated a thousand times more rapidly by 
printing the former. 

But it will be asked: “Do not these fel- 
ldws know that this ‘ukase’ stuff will not be 
worth as much as wall-paper? Do they really 
believe that men will buy and sell homes and 
farms for it, using this trash as a measure of 
value when it has no value?“ The answer is 
that most of the leaders know that this irre- 
deemable paper would be utterly worthless, 
and that it would have no purchasing power. 
But they know also that honest money bor- 
rowed before this ukase stuff was set afloat 
could be repaid in the flat money should 
the Supreme Court decide that it could be 
done constitutionally.

Ty this great and important contest it was 
argued by the Puritans that Sunday, the first 
day of the week, which they call the Sabbath, 
is a holy day, and that Moses commanded it 
should be be kept in a certain way, which way 
would preclude the people from going to the 
museum on that day after dinner, walking 
about and looking at pictures, statues, and 
curiosities, The Liberals on tlie other hand 
contended that the Holy Sabbath was the 
seventh day of the week (Saturday) and not the 
first day (Sunday) and that walking about in 
a museum and looking at works of art was 
both innocent and instructive, They held it 
was nO more sinful to look at statues inside of 
the hall than it was to look at statues and 
obelisks outside of it in the park, and that the 
working ¢lasses had no other day to spare for 
themselves, their wives and children, in this 
innocent recreation. They set forth in their 
contention that the museum would not be 
opened until after the churches were closed 
ahd that it would be closed before they re- 
opened for evening services, hence it could 
not interfere with them. For a long time 
they have visited the Zoo in the park Sun- 
days and no harm has been done to their 
minds, morals, or bodies. They could not un- 
derstand what harm could come from looking 
at pictures. , 

The arguments made by the Puritans were 
of the old medieval sort and read curiously 
enough in these liberal and progressive nine- 
teenth century days, but the outcome shows 
that the ald Puritan Sunday has disappeared, 
together with its rigid notions of Sunday ob- 
servance in our cities. In New York and in 
every other large city the great majority of 
the people for years have not been observing 
the day in the Puritan fashion, and if every 
place in these cities except churches were 
closed fhey would not. On the other hand, if 
such were the practice it would tend to de- 
moralization and wickedness. But with art 
museums and other unobjectionable places 
open many people will be kept away from 
harmful places. To open the museum in New 
York, for instance, will keep no one away 
from church, but it will keep many away trom 
saloons ot harmful places of entertainment, 
for people are bound to have entertainment. 
The question is, Shall it be harmful or harm- 
less? , : 

Anyway the experiment will now be tried 
in New York, and if it works badly the muse- 
um will again be closed. If it works bene- 
ficially it will remain open permanently on 
the first day of the week in the afternoon. 
The outcome will be watched with great inter- 
est, and I it proves satisfactory it will have a 
beneficial influence upon other cities. In 
Chicago the experiment has been tried in our 
Art Institute with excellent results, and there 
is no desire on any hand to close the gallery. 
Chicago is a young city. Its museums are

APPROPRIATION FOR THE STATE GUARDS. 

If the Legislature has any ap i of 
popular sentiment as to the importance of the 
State militia, or any pride im the part which it 
must take as a conspicuous feature in the 
World’s Fair of 1893, it will not hold back in 
any parsimonious spirit but will pass at once 
the Senate bill appropriating $137,500 for 
militia use during the next two years. There 
ought to be no hesitation in this matter, for a 
failure to pass the needed legislation may pro- 
voke the resignation of many prominent off. 
cers and unquestionably will seriously cripple 
the National Guard. 

Apart from the general merits of the bill, as 
promoting the efficiency of the militia, it is to be 
taken into consideration that one of the grand- 
est and most brilliant features of the Fair will 
be the assemblage ofthe militia, not only from 
the various States but also from Canada and 
Mexico, for a two or three weeks’ encamp- 
ment, with its attendant drills, evolutions, and 
pageantry. To make thedisplay a success it 
is essential that the Guards of this State should 
reach as high a degree of efficiency as that of 
other States. Any other result would be most 
humiliating. The Hoosiers, the Buckeyes, the 
Wolverines, the Badgers, the Hawkeyes, the 
Southerners, the New England Yankees, the 
New York State Guards, the Bucktails of 
Pennsylvania, and other representatives 
of the citizen soldiery of the country 
will come here prepared to make 
a gallant show, and will take special pride in 
their friendly competition. The IIlinois 
militia must be placed on as good a footing as 
the others. Illinois has a National Guard of 
about 5,000 troops and as many ‘more 
in the reserves. The sum of money asked 
for by them to procure fittmg dress and 
fatigue uniforms, to obtain practice in target 
firmg, and to perfect themselves in drill and 
personnel, so that they may bear a fitting part 
in the general evolutions, isnot large, Divided 
among the four millions of people in this 
State it amounts to but three cents per capita 
Who will grudge this trifimg amount, consider- 
ing the results to be secured? | 

The Fair officials thus far have said but lit- 
tle about this matter, for their attention has 
been so closely concentrated upon the laying 
out and preparation of the grounds and the 
designs of and contracts for great buildings that 
they have had no time to devote to the details 


| of the exhibition, of which the military item 


is one of the most important. All the same 
they share the sentiment of the people in this 
matter and realize the importance of the mili- 
tary display as oneof the special features 
which will attradt and entertain millions of 
people, and they would be equally humiliated 
if tor want ot asufficient appropriation the 
Illinois militia fell below .those of other 
States. The Legislature should consider that 
on occasions of this kind the displays of large 
public organizations are among the most bril- 
liant features. In 1893 there will be immense 
gatherings here of Knights Templar, Masons, 
Odd-Fellows, Knights of Pythias, and other 
uniformed and disciplined orders with all the 
pageantry of regalia, bands, and banners, but 
not one of them will echpse the State Guards 
or attract so many people. To cut down the 
amount proposed in the bill will be tanta- 
mount toacrippling of the Llinois militia, 
which will not only be certain to reduce it to 
a second or third position, but will be a source 
of mortification, to the whole State. The 
whole Nation is looking to Illinois to set the 
example in the way of generosity in all things 
connected with the Fair. Let the militia 
therefore have ita share. It does not ask for 
much and it is certain to repay it with inter- 
est by the enhancing of its drill, discipline, 
esprit de corps, and all that goes to make up a 
magnificent citizensoldiery. The Legislature 
should do its duty towards the. militia and do 
it at once.

He nearly succeeded, the one 
great defect of the plan then used bemg that 
it did not also burn up the smell.

The verdict of the jury in the libel suit of 
John Culver versus the Herald is a just one, 
and represents the sentiment of the commu- 
nity. The jurors gay, as the intelligent people 
of this city said long ago, that the suit was 
one which never should have been brought. 
A verdict for the plaintiff would have been an 
attack not merely on the liberty but also the 
mission of the press, and would have been 
also a blow at-the honest administration of 

One of the chief functions of the press, and 
the one which it can perform better than any 
other agency, is the exposure of abuses and of 
crimes, whether they our in private life, in 
city or county offices, in the courts of justice, 
or in the departments of the General Govern- 
ment. When the papers are hampered in the 


discharge of what has become one of their 


most important duties the entire community 
suffers. There was a manifest miscarriage of 
justice in the Cronin case. There were malign 
influences at work in or around the jury-room. 
Taz Trisuxs was not quite sure that any 
of the jury-fixing money had got into Cul- 
ver’s pockets, and expressed the more charita- 
ble opinion that he was across between a 
crank and a religious monomaniac, opposed 
to capital punishment, who wanted to get on 
the jury to prevent murderers from being hung. 
The Herald thought that he was corrupt and 
that he had been bribed to cause a miscarriage 
of justice. Nearly everybody was talking pret- 
ty much to the same effect. Actuated by a 
sense of public duty, and that alone, the Her- 
ald threw what light it could on those myste- 


. rious plots and influences which saved the 


lives of three murderers. To fine it heavily or 
even lightly for that or merely to censure it 
would be an outrage, and so the trial jury 
thought. 

Tun Tun congratulates its neighbor 
over the outcome of this suit. All the papers 
worked energetically to discover why Cronin’s 
murderers were unpunished, and the Herald. 
believing that Culver had been “ fixed,” said 
so. The verdict of the jury is to the effect 
that the Herald was justified by the circum- 
stanees of the case and the peculiar conduct 
of the plaintiff in giving public expression to 
its belief.. Thg jury also finds in effect that it 
was actuated by no motive, but only by a 
sense of duty to ite readers. So long as an 
independent press 1s sustained by honest and 
intelligent jurors there need be no fear that 
jury-fiximg and the other evil elements will 
get the upper hand in the community perma- 
nently. 


Onz of the resolutions passed by the cranks 
in the People's convention assembled at 
Cincinnati demands that the ex-Union soldiers 
shall be paid the difference between the values 
of paper and gold during the war, and charac- 
terizes this as equal and exact justice. On 
the contrary, it would be rank injustice to the 
other people who would have to pay the money 
out of their earnings, The fact is, the pay of 
the soldier was raised by successive steps from

sion allowances since then. Do the cranks 
want to pay yet again for the service? If they 
do the next step should be to rcimburse all 
those who lent money or sold goods before 
the war to persons who afterwards paid their 
debts in the depreciated currency. Further- 
more, all persons who contracted debts dur- 
ing the war in paper currency and afterwards 
paid them on a gold basis would be equally 
entitled to call for a reopeumg of the account 
and payment of the difference. Then we would 
have a grand leveling up and down in defiance 
of all law and agreements to the contrary, and 
a chaos of confusion little short of that which 
would follow a granting of the convention de- 
mand for the issue of a fiat currency by the 
billion. It may be permitted to suggest to
